Dulles Urges 
Russia to Show 
Deeds of Peace' 


Backs Eden, Bidault 
In Pledge to Demand 
United Germany 


BERLIN UP—United States Sec­ 
retary of State John Foster Dulles 
today challenged Russia to back 
up her “ words 
of peace” with 
“ deeds of peace” in the Big Four 
foreign ministers’ conference open­ 
ing here Monday. 
Dulles then joined Britain’s For­ 
eign Secretary Anthony Eden and 
French Foreign Minister Georges 
Bidault 
in a pledge to demand 
a free, united Germany at next 
week’s conference sessions. 
The three agreed to meet Satur­ 
day in a pre conference strategy 
council. 
Their purpose will be to estab­ 
lish a solid Western front for their 
meeting with Soviet Foreign Min­ 
ister V. M. Molotov. 
Their deci­ 
sions are expected to be: 
I To flatly refuse Russia’s de­ 
mands for a Big Five peace con­ 
ference in which Red China would 
participate. 
Will Reject Scrapping NATO 
2. To insist upon free all German 
elections as the indispensible first 
step toward a German peace settle­ 
ment and German reunification. 
3. To reject 
categorically any 
Soviet attempt to, get the West to 
scrap the North Atlantic Treaty 
organization, the European Defense 
Community and European Army 
plan or the Bonn peace contract. 
4 To resist solidly 
all Soviet 
moves to split the West.

Russians can 
show good faith in their “ words 
of peace" by giving Germany a 
chance to reunite through free all- 
German elections, 
U. S. High Commissioner Jam es 
B Conant, May Gen, Thomas Tim- 
berman,

Mayor Walther Schreiber 
greeted Dulles and a large part 
of the powerful delegation being 
brought to the conference.
